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SPEED WORRIES 
RISE IN VILLAGE

VILLAGERS near Oswestry say worries over reckless 
driving have been heightened after a roadside lamppost 
was knocked down and a gritting salt bin demolished in 
a late night accident. 

Residents in Gobowen are calling for increased road safety measures 
following the incident on St Martins Road in the early hours of Sunday 
morning. 

Villager Dot Basham, who successfully led a campaign for speed warning signs and a 
pedestrian crossing to be installed on St Martins Road, says it is now time for further 
safety improvements while Shropshire Councillor David Lloyd described some motorists’ 
driving on the route through the village as “nightmarishly fast”. Sunday’s incident, which

Store boss Bala 
tells of knife 
robbery attempt 

A HERO Oswestry shopkeeper has told 
how he used a wooden pole to chase off a 
knife-wielding robber. 

Balasukantham Balasuntharam, known 
as Bala, used the pole in self-defence as the 
masked man pointed a weapon - believed to 
be a knife - at him before demanding money 
from his shop. 

The 36-year-old shopkeeper grabbed the 
pole, which operates the store’s shutters, and 
brandished it at the man, causing him to flee 
empty-handed. 

The attempted armed robbery happened 
at the Top Shop convenience store on La¬ 
burnum Drive in Oswestry at about 8.45pm 
on Saturday. Once Mr Balasuntharam ap¬ 
proached the man with the pole he fled on 
foot down an alleyway in the direction of 
Cherry Tree Drive. 

Mr Balasuntharam played down his brav¬ 
ery and said he only acted the way he did to 
protect any other customers that might have 
been in his shop at the time. 

He said: “From where my till is, I can’t 
see the back of the shop, so I wasn’t sure 
if anyone else was in the shop. I wanted to 
make sure no other customers of mine were 
harmed by this man.”

happened at about 2.30am, is at least the 
fourth time lampposts and telegraph poles 
on St Martins Road have been destroyed 
in accidents in recent years after vehicles 
left the road. 

Residents heard a loud bang during the 
night and villagers woke to find the lamp- 
post and grit bin destroyed and tyre marks 
nearby. 

Mrs Basham said: “Things are getting 
worse, not better. 

Permanent 

“It’s time we had a permanent speed 
camera on St Martins Road and we also 
need double white lines running down the 
road. 

“The latest incident is another of a long 
list of incidents. 

“Somebody could have been walking 
there. We’ve had a camera van on the road 
in the last couple of weeks but we need a 
permanent camera there. 

“They’ve already proved about 1,300 
cars a day speed through the village, some¬ 
thing more must be done. 

“These are people going to work and 
speeding through day in, day out. 

“The speed warning signs are often con¬ 
tinually flashing but these drivers keep 
speeding through. Double white lines to 
stop overtaking and a speed camera would 
be a start.” 

Mrs Basham said she would be raising 
her worries with Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council. 

She said: “I go there every month and 
will be raising this with them. 

“We need to raise this with the Police 
and Crime Commissioner too.” 

Councillor Lloyd, who lives close to 
where the latest incident happened, said 
he would support calls for double white 
lines and would be raising his concerns 
with West Mercia Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner John Campion. 

He said: “We need something practical, 
something to slow down the traffic. 

“I saw one car recently drive so fast I 
frankly thought he was going to take off. 

“He must have been doing 70mph and I 
am angry that some motorists are showing 
a total disregard to the normal restrictions 
of the road. 

“Some are driving at nightmarishly fast 
speeds.” 


Town heritage celebrated

PEOPLE of all ages have been getting involved in 
a celebration of Oswestry’s rich heritage ahead of a 
weekend of activities. 

Oswestry Library hosted a free drop-in event 
where visitors were encouraged to make models of 
the town’s Iron Age hillfort and construct clay pots. 
Members of the Inside Out art organisation were 
on hand to give tips to those who took part in the 
free workshop. 

The history of the town’s ancient heritage will 
come into focus this weekend through a seminar 
and a “hillfort hug” involving hundreds of peo¬ 
ple. The seminar will take place on Saturday from 
10am to 4.30pm at Oswestry’s Memorial Hall. 

Heritage, wildlife and ecology experts will ex¬ 
plore the importance of the 3,000-year-old hillfort 
as a living monument. 

Among the experts will be archaeologist and hill¬ 
fort specialist Erin Lloyd Jones, Sarah Gibson of 


the Shropshire Wildlife Trust, heritage specialist 
Carole Ryan-Ridout, ecological consultant Clare 
Knight and Clive Whitbourn of the National Trust. 

Archaeologist and illustrator John Swogger will 
talk about the use of comics to facilitate public en¬ 
gagement in heritage based on his widely praised 
project, Oswestry Heritage Comics. Hillfort herbs 
are the subject of qualified herbalist Louise Idoux’s 
presentation. 

Dr George Nash will examine issues of neigh¬ 
bourhood planning and the importance of striking 
the right balance between the natural environment 
and built development. 

The seminar has been organised by members 
of the HOOOH Community Group who are also 
asking people to attend a hillfort hug at 1pm on 
Sunday. They are hoping hundreds of people will 
turn out at the hillfort to show their appreciation 
for the landmark.

Council sorry for 
poor performance 
over complaints 

A COUNCIL has apologised for its “poor 
performance” when it comes to dealing 
with complaints. 

Powys County Council apologised 
following Montgomeryshire Assembly 
Member Russell George revealing that it 
has failed to respond to 17 formal com¬ 
plaints since April 2016. Mr George made 
the discovery thanks to a Freedom of In¬ 
formation request he submitted into the 
council’s complaints procedure. 

He said he will now be asking the Pub¬ 
lic Services Ombudsman for Wales to 
investigate the council. Mr George said: 
“PCC’s shocking admission that it has 
failed to respond to 17 formal complaints 
in a nine-month period is a total abdica¬ 
tion of responsibility to those residents 
and service users who dutifully pay their 
council tax and expect to have their com¬ 
plaint dealt with, investigated and then 
given a response in a timely fashion. In 
one case, a resident waited since Novem¬ 
ber to hear back from the council and is 
still waiting.” 

Council Leader Barry Thomas said: 
“The council operates a formal com¬ 
plaints system which requires services to 
respond to a complaint within 20 working 
days. We are aware that services failed to 
respond to 17 complaints which equates 
to six per cent of the total complaints re¬ 
ceived in the past nine months which is 
unacceptable. We apologise for the poor 
performance.”

Man denies theft of

A MAN has been charged with stealing 
£68,000 from a HSBC bank account. 

Gary Taylor faces a charge of theft by 
employee in relation to the funds, which 
belonged to Vida Horsburgh. 

The 53-year-old, of Vicarage Drive, 
Oswestry, appeared at Telford Magis¬ 
trates Court on Monday. 

He denies the charge, which dates back 
to between January 2011 and December 
2015. The case was committed to Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court where Taylor is due to 
appear on March 6.

A CLEANER who stole jewellery 
worth more than £30,000 from 
her disabled employer and sold 
some of it for £130 has avoided 
jail. 

Caroline Carkeet-James, 46, was 
employed as a cleaner for two hours 
a week at the home of a woman with 
mobility issues and her husband. 

When they went on holiday in Septem¬ 
ber last year, Carkeet-James was given a 
set of keys to the property near Oswestry. 
Shrewsbury Crown Court was told the fe¬ 
male victim had several items of jewellery 
with both great financial and sentimental 
value, including a wedding ring from 1953 
and cufflinks given to her husband for his 
60th birthday, and put them in what she 
thought was a safe spot. 

Upon their return from holiday the court 
was told they had discovered the items 
were missing. Carkeet-James had been the 
only person with access to the house. Pros¬ 
ecuting, Marc Davies said: “There has been 
an estimate from a local jeweller which 
is based on descriptions of the items and 
using current prices the jeweller suggests a 
replacement value of £33,000. 

“It is a serious breach of trust. The giv¬ 
ing of keys and the allowing into the home 
while they were away puts the level of trust 
higher than many other cases. The defend¬ 
ant was interviewed and denied going into 
the drawers. When it was put to her she 
was the only person it could have been, she 
accepted stealing some of the items. Those 
she could remember were sold to somebody 
on Oswestry market for £130.” 

Carkeet-James, of Summerfield Close in 
Oswestry, had previously admitted a charge 
of theft. 

In mitigation, Jason Pegg said his client 
had a clinical diagnosis of depression and at 
the time of the offence was acting during a 
heightened period of emotional instability. 
He said: “She stands before the court com¬ 
pletely ashamed and embarrassed by her 
actions of September last year.” Sentencing 
Carkeet-James to two years’ imprisonment 
suspended for two years, Judge Jim Tindal 
said he was keeping in mind the impact the 
sentence would have on other innocent par¬ 
ties in the case.Carkeet-James was ordered 
to pay £10,000 compensation at a minimum 
of £100 per month, complete 20 days’ reha¬ 
bilitation activities and carry out 200 hours 
of unpaid work.

Mr Balasuntharam said: “This is my 


home, my neighbourhood, I’m not just here 
to take money off customers. Parents allow 
their children to come into the shop here, 
so I want to make sure they’re safe from 
any harm. The safety of my customers is 
the most important thing to me.” 

Mr Balasuntharam, who has run and 
lived above the Top Shop with his wife and 
two children for four years, said nothing 
like this has ever happened during their 
time there. He said: “It has left me shaken, 
and it’s a shock because nothing like this 
has happened here before and I hope it 
never does again.” 

Initially the masked man approached the 
till with beers in his hand and Mr Balasun¬ 


tharam asked him to remove his mask. He 
refused and asked Mr Balasuntharam for 
money, before the shopkeeper approached 
him with the pole, and he fled. He said the 
pole he pointed at the man was the one he 
used to turn off the lights and close the 
shutters. 

The man is described as white, in his 30s, 
of medium build and around 5ft 6in tall. 
He was wearing a black tracksuit bottoms, 
black gloves, dark-coloured trainers and a 
black North Face coat with the hood up and 
a scarf round his face at the time of the in¬ 
cident.

Man could be 
sent to jail 
over images 

A BUSINESSMAN faces jail after 
being convicted of five charges of pos¬ 
sessing indecent images of children. 

Nearly 170 still and moving images 
were discovered on one of five hard 
drives inside Simon King’s computer 
after it was seized from his farmhouse 
in Haughton, near Oswestry. 

The 47-year-old, who runs Halcyon 
Furniture, was convicted of all the 
charges by a jury after a trial lasting 
two days at Shrewsbury Crown Court. 

King had said he did not know the 
images were on the computer and that 
he had not downloaded or created the 
files. 

He faced three charges of possess¬ 
ing indecent still images of children, 
with 38 of the images in the most se¬ 
rious category A. 

Four of them were in category B 
and 119 in category C. 

He was also found guilty of two 
charges of possession of five moving 
images of children. Four of those were 
in the most serious category, with one 
in category C. King showed no emo¬ 
tion as the jury returned its verdicts. 

Earlier in the trial, King had said 
he had no knowledge of the files on 
his computer and said it was not pass¬ 
word protected. 

Adjourning the case for pre-sen¬ 
tence reports, Judge Jim Tindal 
warned King he faced a custodial sen¬ 
tence. King was bailed until February 
24. 

Artisan market a 
hit, report says 

AN artisan market in Oswestry has 
been a success, councillors were due 
to hear at a meeting. 

The new monthly market, incorpo¬ 
rating the traditional farmers’ market, 
was moved into Bailey Street in May 
with Oswestry Town Council agreeing 
to continue the trial until this April. 
As part of the trial the council moved 
10 of the stalls, which are usually on 
the market square, the Bailey Head, 
into the shopping street, bought new 
covers for the stall gazebos and intro¬ 
duced new branding. Costs remained 
at £10 a stall. A report to last night’s 
(Wednesday) markets and car parks 
committee of the council said the trial 
has been a success and gave pointers 
for more frequent or permanent mar¬ 
kets in the street. 

Traders said their trade had im¬ 
proved significantly from the previous 
year. 


Residents air concerns 
about traveller site plan

HUNDREDS of residents have 
voiced their opposition to plans 
for a second traveller site in their 
village. 

Residents in Park Hall, near 
Oswestry, have launched a campaign 
to show their objections to plans from 
Shropshire Council to develop a small 
permanent site for families who cur¬ 
rently live on temporary sites in North 
Shropshire. 

The authority has lodged an application 
to its planning department for the change 
of use of land off Drenewydd at Park Hall 
for up to six pitches, along with two amen¬ 
ity blocks. The project is part of the author¬ 
ity’s remit to manage gipsy and traveller 
sites in the county. 

Villagers have set up the Park Hall 
Against Development Facebook page in 
a bid to make their feelings known, and 
more than 90 objections have been raised 
by residents on Shropshire Council’s plan¬ 
ning portal, as well as almost 200 letters of 
objection which have been collected in the 
village. 

On Shropshire Council’s planning por¬ 
tal, resident Doreen Hughes said: “Firstly 
we have an existing traveller’s site in Park 
Hall which has already been extended to 
accommodate more pitches. 

“Secondly, allowing the six pitches on 
this site would set a precedent for further 
pitches in the future on this large piece of 
land, which would completely surround the 
houses on the road and will impact on the 
visual amenity from the houses on Dren¬ 
ewydd. Thirdly, the impact of more cars 
and trailers coming in and out of the access 
road onto Drenewydd will cause increased 
traffic, noise and disturbance which will 
affect the residential amenity for residents 
in the road and cause increased safety con¬ 
cerns with more traffic on this residential 
road. 

“Fourthly, have the council fully consid¬ 
ered other sites which maybe more suita¬ 
ble and will have less direct impact on local 
residents? 

“Two traveller sites in one small village 
is excessive and an over development, have 
any brownfield sites been considered before 
developing on this greenfield land?” 

Ahead of a decision from the authority’s 
planners, a residents’ meeting is due to 
take place in the coming weeks, with the 
date to be confirmed. 


A MINI bus which carries passen¬ 
gers from towns in Shropshire, in¬ 
cluding from Oswestry, to Manches¬ 
ter Airport burst into flames. 

The easyBus vehicle caught fire 
as it stood outside Wrexham Rail¬ 
way Station. There were no pas¬ 
sengers on board and no one was 
hurt. Wrexham MP Ian Lucas was 
outside the station when the drama 
happened. 

He praised firefighters for being 
on the scene in minutes. North 
Wales Fire Service was called out 


just after 11am on Monday and 
brought the fire under control by 
11.35am. A spokeswoman for the 
fire service said that rail authorities 
were informed because of a large 
amount of smoke billowing onto 
track and the Highways Authority 
attended because of damage from 
the fire on the road surface. 

She said the fire was thought to 
have started in the fuel injection 
system. About 40 per cent of the ve¬ 
hicle was destroyed. Mr Lucas said: 
“I was at the station and noticed 


a lot of black smoke. By the time 
I went to investigate there were 
flames leaping from the front of the 
bus. It was a very fierce fire in the 
engine.” 

Andrew Martin, easyBus fran¬ 
chise owner, praised the driver’s 
actions. He said: “He very quickly 
pulled the vehicle over into a safe 
space away from any other vehi¬ 
cles or buildings. He acted very 
promptly.” Mr Martin said the 
driver managed to get out of the ve¬ 
hicle unharmed.

This levy is then used to develop 
projects which would benefit businesses in 
the local area. 

A task force of local people have been 
working towards a ballot of Oswestry’s 
shopkeepers and the general business com¬ 
munity. 

At last week’s town council meeting 
councillors voted to support in principle the 
establishment of a Business Improvement 
District. 

The council is to give a £15,000 grant 
towards the initial costs of consulting with 
the business community and a further 
£15,000 loan that would be repayable if the 
ballot of businesses was a yes vote for BID. 

Mayor Paul Milner said it was a require¬ 
ment on any BID that local councils must 
stay at arms length and that the initiative 
should come from the local business com¬ 
munity. 

He said: “We as a council feel that this 
could be an excellent vehicle for Oswestry 
to go forward and set a new agenda for the 
future of the town. It could also unlock 
matched funding that is available for pump 
priming projects to help the local commu¬ 
nity.” 

Shrewsbury’s Business Improvement 
District has already brought in a series of 
initiatives.

County hospital services are 
now 'heading for disaster’

HOSPITAL services in Shropshire have been likened to an “aero¬ 
plane heading for a mountain”. 

NHS officials warned services are ready for a “catastrophe” as they revealed 
another emergency consultant will be resigning in June. 

The latest departure, which has been blamed on delays to the Future Fit review of 
hospital services, will leave only four consultants employed for A&E at Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital. 

At a board meeting held in Telford, members heard that unless a replacement can be 
found, urgent action will have to be taken before the summer to maintain safe services. 

Peter Latchford, chair of Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, said: “It 
feels like we have been on an aeroplane 
approaching a mountain for the last three 
years. The mountain is getting closer and 
we are waiting for someone to tell us to 
turn left or turn right. If they don’t soon 
we will crash. Our emergency services are 
on the edge of not being able to function.” 

Debbie Kadum, chief operating officer, 
said: “We cannot sit here and wait to hit 
the mountain. 

“The Future Fit options will take about 
three years to implement. It is not going to 
be an overnight solution even when we get 
to the point of talking to the public.” 

Board members vented their frustration 
about delays in Future Fit, which will lead 
to a single A&E for Shropshire. 

Mr Latchford added: “We need to act now 
ahead of a possible crisis. We have reached 
a tipping point. The timescale of this is 
likely to be shorter than the answer can be 
built.” 

The fragility of emergency care was a 
major issue when the NHS Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme started in 2014, when the hospital 
trust had seven substantive consultants for 
two sites. In June the trust will be left with 
four substantive consultants, supported by 
four locums to run two A&Es 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. Not all of these doc¬ 
tors provide on-call cover. 

Dr Edwin Borman, medical director at 
SaTH, added: “We can maintain services at 
just about the level we consider to be safe. 
In a few months that will not be so.” 

Simon Wright, chief executive, said: “The 
consultant is resigning because of a system 
inability to make a decision. We could con¬ 
tinue with locum cover but that is not the 
right way to staff an A&E. We could also 
call on organisations like Royal Stoke Uni¬ 
versity Hospital to loan us consultants. But 
this is not a way to run a service. We need 
to work on other options and enter into a 
conversation and dialogue with the public 
now.”

Maternity 
campaign 
is growing 

MEMBERS of a campaign group calling for 
the safeguarding of Oswestry’s maternity 
unit in the long term say they have been 
encouraged by a meeting with their local 
MR 

Campaigners have set up a Save 
Oswestry Maternity Unit Facebook cam¬ 
paign over concerns the service, based at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital, could be 
downgraded to a birthing unit in the future 
because of health cuts. 

Thousands of people have signed up to 
back the campaign and campaigners met 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
about their worries. 

Liz Grayston from the group described 
the talks with Mr Paterson as a “good 
meeting”. 

She said: “Owen Paterson has confirmed 
he supports us in our aim to keep the ma¬ 
ternity unit at Oswestry open 24 hours a 
day. 

“He was impressed by our 3,000 signa¬ 
tures - let’s get it to 5,000.” 

Meanwhile, Mrs Grayston is encourag¬ 
ing more people to get involved in the cam¬ 
paign. 

She said: “Not to put too fine a point on 
it, we need your money. We’re looking for 
maternity unit supporters - perhaps local 
businesses who could sponsor a particular 
initiative, or individuals who could chip in 
£5 or £10. We’re aiming to publicise the 
great facilities that these maternity units 
have, and we need some help to do it.” 


Per’s blimp causes a stir

A GIANT blimp that caused a stir when it 
appeared in the sky is the future of air trav¬ 
el, according to its world-famous Shrop¬ 
shire creator. 

When the bulky airship appeared, hover¬ 
ing over a Suffolk village, eagle-eyed locals 
wondered what on earth was happening. 
Now its creator, Oswestry-based Per Lind- 
strand, said the blimp will be returning to 
the county in the coming weeks. Engineer¬ 
ing firm Kocurek Excavators were charged 
with designing a base for the airship, so 
that it always faces the wind while air¬ 
borne. They said the blimp is expected be 


tested in Bramford, Suffolk for a month or 
so before returning to its manufacturers, 
Lindstrand Technologies Ltd on Maesbury 
Road in Oswestry. And Mr Lindstrand con¬ 
firmed that the blimp was his ‘baby’. “This 
blimp is the start of a new series of aircraft 
- it is the future,” he said. 

“It has been designed in Oswestry and it 
can withstand winds of up to 65 knots. 

“It is a secret project but you will be hear¬ 
ing more about it in due course.”

Telford - a man of iron 
constantly on the move 


A new book hails Thomas 
Telford as Britain's 
greatest ever engineer. 
Report hy TOBY HEAL. 

“TELFORD, for people on the 
move” went the early slogan 
for the new town created in 
Shropshire in the late 1960s. 

And it turns out that that slogan 
captured much of the spirit of the 
great engineer after whom the town 
was named. 

“He was always moving on,” says Ju¬ 
lian Glover, who has written a major new 
biography of Thomas Telford which has 
been a BBC Radio 4 Book of the Week. 

“His life was all about movement. 
Never settled, always restless.” 

His book, called Man of Iron, hails 
Thomas Telford as a British great. 

“I think Telford has been overlooked 
a little bit. He was a great engineer - he 
was Britain’s greatest civil engineer,” 
said Julian. 

“Telford was a really significant figure 
in the creation of our country and our 
history and in shaping the skills of en¬ 
gineering which went on to change the 
world. 

“My book tells the story of who he was, 
where he came from, and what he cre¬ 
ated. That’s what I’ve tried to write, not 
just about structures and engineering, 
but the impact on his world.” 

Telford was not a Salopian, and nei¬ 
ther is Julian, but as his parents have 
a house near Ditton Priors he grew up 
knowing Telford’s name. 

In doing his research, he began at the 
place he was born in humble circum¬ 
stances, at Eskdale. 

“I thought there was an extraordinary 
journey from a boy on the Scottish bor¬ 
ders who might have spent his whole life 
looking after sheep, to a man who came 



the canal company offices there. It was 
not a home. It was a place I imagine he 
kept some of his clothes or belongings. 

“He would often stay with Archibald 
Alison at his rectory somewhere near 
Market Drayton.” 

Even in those early years in Shrop¬ 
shire, Telford was setting a pattern of 
constantly travelling. 

“People even then thought it amazing 
that he kept moving and didn’t have a 
base.” 

As part of his research Julian, who 
lives in London, delved into archives 
at the Ironbridge Gorge Museum’s Mu¬ 
seum of Iron, and came to see some of 
the structures for which Telford was re¬ 
sponsible in the county, such as the iron 
aqueduct at Longdon-on-Tern. 


Amazing

to Shropshire and built great canals 
and the Pontcysyllte aqueduct. I began 
to explore his story and look in the ar¬ 
chives, a lot of which are in London. 

“People who met him were impressed 
by two things. One was that he was 
very practical. He was proud of where 
he came from and did not try to put on 
airs and graces or spend money or buy 
a big house when successful. He was 
always proud of being a shepherd boy. 
They saw him as strong and solid, not a 
fancy city person. 

“The second thing they saw was that 
he was very good company, big, bluff, 
with a broad face. A lot of hair, did not 
dress up in flash clothes, very jolly with 
a lot of anecdotes, and friendly and 
generous. He didn’t want to keep the 
money. He gave a lot of money away. 
And he was absolutely driven, really 
hard working.” 


It was in Shropshire that Telford 
made his name, says Julian, and many 
of the best projects he worked on can 
still be found in the county or just over 
the border. 

He arrived in the county in late 1786, 
doing reconstruction at Shrewsbury 
Castle, and was soon busy with a wide 
range of projects, from building bridges 
and churches to doing excavations at 
Wroxeter Roman City, and had the role 
of county surveyor. 

But although Shropshire was his 
home, he did not have a Shropshire 
home as such. 

“The question of where Telford lived 
is a challenging one more generally. He 
lived where the work was. 

“He did not have a house in Shrop¬ 
shire formally. 

“He stayed a lot of time in Ellesmere 
where he always kept a sort of office in 


“I think the Longdon aqueduct is 
amazing because it’s so early and looks 
like a completely modern thing, when 
you are used to seeing 18th century 
structures made of stone. He worked 
with others on it, he didn’t do it all 
alone. 

“The iron parts came from Coalbrook- 
dale. 

“Two other favourites are both in 
Wales. One is the Menai Bridge, the 
world’s first big suspension bridge. 

“And then the other one is Pontcy¬ 
syllte aqueduct just over the border, 
which is a World Heritage Site. 

“It’s one of those things that when 
you go to see it, it never disappoints.” 

As for the town which bears Telford’s 
name, Julian says he has seen it grow, 
and has been struck by two things - one, 
the success in landscaping an industrial 
landscape and putting a real effort into 
building a green environment, and not 
just an industrial environment, and sec¬ 
ondly the respect shown from the early 
days in the creation of the new town for 
the industrial heritage of the area. 

“A lot of places in Britain neglected 
their past, Telford cherished it.”

Last week I was delighted that 
the Government made good on 
its promise to bring a simple, 
straightforward Bill before Par¬ 
liament giving the Prime Min¬ 
ister the authority to begin the 
process of the United Kingdom 
formally leaving the European 
Union. The historic, overwhelm¬ 
ing vote by 498 to 114 in favour 
of the Bill on February 1 repre¬ 
sented an important milestone. 
Although it was simply a part 
of the legislative process as we 
begin to leave, it was one of the 
most important votes I have cast 
since being elected an MP al¬ 
most 20 years ago. 

I was elected in 2015, along 
with other Conservative MPs, on 
a mandate to hold a referendum 
on our membership of the EU. 
We are now delivering what the 
17.4 million people wanted when 
they voted last June. 

We voted to take back control. 
The £9.2million pamphlet, which 
was sent from the Government 
to 27 million homes during the 
referendum clearly said that “the 
Government will implement what 
you decide.” 

If we do not deliver Brexit it 
will do catastrophic damage to 
the integrity of the whole political 
establishment. 

Once we have left the EU we 
will have elected politicians mak¬ 
ing decisions. 

If people do not like what gov¬ 
ernments deliver or how they 
raise or spend their taxes, we 
can, quite simply, vote them out. 

All of the decisions which the 
Government takes as we leave 
the European Union will be un¬ 
dertaken with the utmost care 
and subjected to the most thor¬ 
ough scrutiny. Parliament will 
continue to have a say, not least 
through the Great Repeal Bill. 

That Bill, to be introduced in 
the next parliamentary session, 
will remove the European Com¬ 
munities Act 1972 from the stat¬ 
ute book, meaning that the leg¬ 
islation which gives direct effect 
to all EU law in Britain, will no 
longer apply from the date upon 
which the UK formally leaves 
the EU. The existing body of EU 
law will be converted to UK law; 
Parliament will then be free to 
amend, repeal and improve any 
law that it chooses. 

We cannot agree on a rela¬ 
tionship which maintains the UK 
under the jurisdiction of the Eu¬ 
ropean Court of Justice if we are 
to fulfil the mandate delivered in 
June. Membership of the Single 
Market - the internal market of 
the EU - and the Customs Union 
necessitates adhering to Euro¬ 
pean rules and is completely in¬ 
compatible with our having truly 
left the union. 

Leaving the Single Market and 
its Customs Union will allow for 
the UK to become a leader in 
global free trade, boosting our 
exports and lowering prices for 
all consumers.

Dog owners warned 
after sheep attacks 


Amber, 14, in line for prestigious role

OWNERS are being urged to 
keep their dogs on leads and 
under strict control after new 
figures revealed dog attacks on 
sheep are 10 times worse than 
feared. 

Government officials and senior po¬ 
lice officers have been presented with 
findings indicating that about 15,000 
sheep were killed by loose dogs in 2016 
- more than 10 times higher than the 
number previously thought. 

There is no breakdown of figures for the 
region, but many farmers in Shropshire 
and Mid Wales saw their flocks injured and 
in some cases killed by dogs. Sue Heard, 
who owns Ifton Beech Shropshire Sheep in 
St Martins, near Oswestry, saw one of her 
animals killed in an attack by two Japanese 
Akita dogs. She said the attacks have “last¬ 
ing and upsetting effects” on farmers. 

“We’re only small-time farmers but it’s 
still had an effect on us, especially emotion¬ 
ally. Seeing the bodies of your animals lying 
across a field after such an attack is abso¬ 
lutely awful to see,” she said. “But for some 
these attacks mean a farmer has lost their 
livelihood when a number of their flock are 
killed, that’s just devastating, and espe¬ 
cially when you’re driving from a number 
of miles away to check on your animals.” 

Mrs Heard said the owners of the dogs 
that attacked her flock were never found, 
which makes her fear it could happen 
again. She said: “It’s something you never 
forget and makes you extremely cautious 
of. Sheepwatch schemes tell owners to keep 
their dogs on a lead but I would go one fur¬ 
ther than that and actually tell owners to 
be sure they keep an eye on their dogs be¬ 
cause the dogs that attacked our flock had 
clearly escaped from wherever they’d come 
from.” 


LIKE most 14-year-olds, Amber 
Hunt is already busy looking ahead 
to her GCSE year at school. 

The teenager may soon have to fit 
her studies around another impor¬ 
tant part of her life as Mayoress of 
Oswestry. 

Amber Hunt will become one of

Hunt, takes up the role of the Mayor 
of Oswestry in May. 

Councillor Hunt said he was sure 
his daughter would carry out the 
role perfectly. 

“Amber is elegant and eloquent 
and will be a good role model for 
young people,” he said. 

“Young people are too often crit¬ 
icised when, in my experience they 
are good people - it is just that some 


of them have been given a bad deal 
in life.” 

Councillor Hunt, who has two 
older sons, said he asked Amber to 
be his mayoress because his wife, 
Jenny, worked away from home dur¬ 
ing the week. 

Amber said she felt honoured to be 
preparing for the role. 

She is a student at the Marches 
School. 


Support still 
remains for 
re-opening 
of street 

A TRANSPORT group say trialling 
the re-opening of a street marred by 
empty buildings to traffic should still 
be explored, despite council plans to 
invest £50,000 on a new bollards sys¬ 
tem. 

Councillor Chris Schofield, chair¬ 
man of Oswestry Townscape and 
Transport Forum, said he believes 
re-opening Cross Street to vehicles 
would make up part of “the jigsaw” 
needed to help revitalise that area of 
Oswestry. 

He also said that Cross Street would 
also benefit from laybys to allow peo¬ 
ple a 20 minute stay to do any shop¬ 
ping they need without fear of getting 
a parking ticket. 

He said: “I don’t believe re-opening 
Cross Street would solve all of our 
problems but I do think it would cer¬ 
tainly help boost trade and I think it 
should still be explored.” 

Councillor Schofield said the forum 
will now await the outcome of a re¬ 
port by infrastructure and business 
services group Mouchel, following a 
review of Oswestry’s roads. 

“If Mouchel come back and say a 
trial of re-opening Cross Street would 
be beneficial for the town then we still 
definitely need to press for it,” he said. 

Councillor Schofield said he also 
hopes the report from Mouchel will 
shed some light as to where they can 
go for funding any projects. 

The report is due to go back to the 
forum in the next six weeks. 

Councillor Schofield’s comments 
come after Councillor Steve Charm- 
ley, deputy leader of Shropshire 
Council, revealed that the authority is 
proposing to spend £50,000 on a new 
automated bollards system on a num¬ 
ber of streets in the town, including 
Cross Street, despite him and mem¬ 
bers of Oswestry Town Council look¬ 
ing into the possibility of removing 
the bollards for six months and trial¬ 
ling re-opening the street to vehicles.

From the 1760s, 
acts were passed requiring trusts re¬ 
sponsible for the turnpikes to erect 
milestones indicating the distance be¬ 
tween the main towns on the roads. 
These were mostly made of stone with 
the details chipped in. Occasionally 
milestones were made of iron and had 
odd shapes. 

Ann Boulton, from the society, said: 
“Thomas Telford designed his own 
milestones for the London-Holyhead 
road with a triangular head and cham¬ 
fered sides.” 

Admission is £4, free to members, 
and refundable if joining the society.

Worries are voiced over 
business rates wrangle

COUNTRYSIDE firms could be 
put out of business if a radical 
reform of rates leads to large 
cost hikes, it has been warned. 

Rural enterprises, such as horse rid¬ 
ing schools, vineyards and stud farms, 
are facing some of the steepest rises 
when the new rates come into effect 
in April. 

The Valuation Office Agency (VOA) sets 
the values of properties based on their 
rental value on the open market every five 
years. But a delay has meant the Govern¬ 
ment is adjusting rates to reflect seven 
years of changes in the property market. 
The rates are calculated in part by the rent¬ 
able value of a property. 

All businesses with properties that have 
a rateable value above £12,000 must pay 
rates. But pressure on rural businesses, 
which typically occupy more space, has led 
to calls for the current “bricks and mortar” 
valuation method to be overhauled. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said 
rural enterprises with large footprints were 
facing unfair increases in the amount of tax 
they pay. 

He said: “I can see this becoming a very, 
very big issue. There is going to be a bit of 
an uprising. If we see businesses closing, it 
will destroy local communities. Just what 
are the instructions to the district value 
assessors? 

“They have got to go on actual rental 
value, not some notional rental value based 
on space.” 

Shropshire Council Leader Malcolm Pate 
has also spoken out against the latest re¬ 
valuation. 


Rare bird delight as bittern pays visit

AN elusive rare bird has brought 
delight to bird watchers after 
visiting a nature reserve. 

The bittern is on the wish list 
for many a wildlife enthusiast, 
but despite their large size they 
are very hard to spot. Their elu¬ 
siveness is in part due to their 
excellent camouflage and also 
because the winter population of 
the birds is just 600 across the 
whole of the UK. 

However, birdwatchers hit the 
jackpot when one of these her- 
on-like birds was spotted a few 
metres outside the bird hide at 
Llyn Coed y Dinas Nature Re¬ 
serve in Welshpool. 

Rob Haigh, the trust’s re¬ 
serves officer, said: “Two years 
ago, the site welcomed a real 
wildlife celebrity; a female Bit¬ 
tern which spent over three 
weeks there. 

“This recent visit leads us to 
wonder where has it come from? 

“Will it stay? 

“Is it the same bird as two 
years ago?” 

“Will bitterns ever stay to 
breed on the reserve? We are not 
likely to get answers to most of 
these questions any time soon, 
but one thing seems certain - 
our work to make Llyn Coed y 
Dinas a special place for wildlife 
is working.” 


Survey asks 
for public's 
big issues 

RESIDENTS are to be asked for their 
views on the issues affecting them as 
part of a county-wide survey. 

The work is being carried out as 
part of Powys’s response to the Welsh 
Government’s Wellbeing of Future 
Generations (Wales) Act 2015. 

The Powys Public Service Board - a 
multi-agency partnership - has pro¬ 
duced a draft well-being assessment, 
setting out what it thinks are the 
main issues facing the county. 

During February, representatives 
of the board will be out and about 
in the county asking people if these 
are the right ones. Councillor Barry 
Thomas, chairman of the Powys 
Public Service Board, said: “We have 
looked at a wide range of information 
relating to our communities to try and 
establish what we think are our main 
strengths and challenges for the years 
ahead. 

“However, now we need to find out 
from residents if we are on the right 
lines.”

It will last to the 
end of February.Details of the loca¬ 
tions of the events around the county 
will be announced shortly.

GROUPS and organisations in 
Oswestry are being invited to 
bid for funding from a grants 
scheme. 

The town council and Oswestry 
Treble Niners have established a 
small grant fund from the proceeds 
of the Oswestry bonfire and fireworks 
evening. 

Each year the intention is for all the in¬ 
come from the community event to be given 
out in donations to support local clubs, 
organisations and other local events. The 
establishment of the fund is as a result of 
the town council deciding not to recover its 
costs of firework purchase each year and 
this is added to the actual profits from the 
event. Over the last 26 years of the event 
in excess of £80,000 has been distributed 
to local good causes. Applications are now 
invited for funds available from the 2016 
bonfire and fireworks evening. 

Applicants must be based, and the ac¬ 
tivity to be funded, must be focussed on 
Oswestry itself. Grants will not fund staff¬ 
ing or administrative costs and the organi¬ 
sation must have a bank or building society 
account. Grants will go towards schemes 
which improve quality of life, promote and 
increase participation and volunteering, 
support the use of local facilities, support 
the purchase of items of equipment or fund 
educational visits or activities. Flexibility 
will be maintained to support any local 
good cause as considered appropriate. Ap¬ 
plication forms are available from Oswestry 
Town Council and the closing date for re¬ 
turn is March 1. Normally no grant will ex¬ 
ceed £500 to ensure that the widest possible 
benefit from the overall fund is achieved.

Mark was a very special 
person, who packed so much into his 
short life.”His funeral will be held on 
Monday at midday at Oswestry Par¬ 
ish Church. 


Factory will 
receive an 
investment 
of£l.7million 

A SEVEN figure investment will be 
made at an Oswestry factory to keep 
it at the forefront of the dairy indus¬ 
try. 

Aria Foods will invest millions in its 
UK operations this year. 

The farmer-owned dairy company 
has announced that it is to invest 
£37.5 million in its 13 UK sites, and 
its logistics operations, during 2017. 
That marks a 51 per cent increase on 
last year. 

The investment will include 1.9 mil¬ 
lion euro (£1.64 million) to upgrade 
cheese slicing lines in Oswestry. 

The move is not expected to bring 
any additional jobs, however. 

Aria’s UK managing director 
Tomas Pietrangeli said: “Last year, I 
unveiled the most ambitious UK busi¬ 
ness strategy to date to make Aria a 
household brand by 2020 and grow its 
revenue by nearly a third. 

“This ambition is part of the com¬ 
pany’s global strategy for growth and 
will position Aria as the champion of 
British dairy.” 

He added: “By continually invest¬ 
ing and improving our sites, we can 
ensure we grow capacity, maintain 
high quality of our products and ulti¬ 
mately return the best possible price 
to our farmer owners.” 

The UK figure is part of the £285 
million investment Aria expects to 
make at its sites around the world 
this year. 

As well as the boost to the Oswestry 
site, which was upgraded recently 
with the opening of a new cheese 
packing plants, millions will be in¬ 
vested in Aria’s other UK operations. 

If the company can increase the 
value of the products it sells, that 
should have a positive knock-on effect 
for farmers who supply to the com¬ 
pany. Taw Valley creamery, in Devon, 
will see £5m invested to increase ca¬ 
pacity and another £5 million will be 
spent at Stourton in Leeds.

Pre-op patients are given more 
freedom thanks to pager system

HOSPITAL patients are being 
given more freedom ahead 
of surgery, thanks to a new 
pager system which lets 
them know when their oper¬ 
ation will take place. 

Usually pagers are used by clin¬ 
ical staff at Oswestry Orthopaedic 
Hospital in on-call situations or 
in reporting to certain wards and 
departments at the hospital at 
Gobowen. 

But its Baschurch Day Unit has 
turned that on its head - so patients 
do not have to hang around in a wait¬ 
ing room until they are called. 

The hospital’s League of Friends 
group, which actively raises funds for 
the trust, bought the equipment and 
the Baschurch Day Unit nursing team 
came up with the idea. 

Manager Rachael Flood said: “It’s a 
great way to allow patients waiting for 
surgery a bit of freedom. 

“Like in many hospitals, the phone 
signal is a little patchy and some pa¬ 
tients don’t have mobile phones, so we 
couldn’t let them go very far.” 

The range of a device covers the 
whole hospital site as far as the car 
park limits. 

When a patient needs to be recalled 
back to the unit, the device flashes and 
vibrates for two minutes. 

She added: “A big advantage is that 
we can sign them out for relatives. 

“They can go and get a coffee and 
not be confined to the waiting area 
when a patient is in surgery or having 
treatment. 

“Patients are enjoying having the 
option of going to other parts of the 
hospital to wait. 

“It’s making them feel more com¬ 
fortable to be here during what can 
be a stressful time for them and their 
relatives.” 

The League of Friends manager 
Victoria Sugden said: “Baschurch 


Unit has patients coming in early in 
the morning and having to wait in the 
waiting room until called for their op¬ 
eration. 

“Now the whole hospital can be 
their waiting room. 


“So we agreed with Rachel that it 
would be great to give patients the 
chance to stretch their legs, go read 
a paper etc, without worrying about 
missing their appointments. We are 
always looking for innovative ways 


to help patients and staff, so we were 
only too happy to help. We want to 
support the hospital as much as we 
can. So anything that improves the ex¬ 
perience of patients like this is great. 

“That’s why we’re here.” 


Centre for 
veterans idea 
suggested 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospital 
could become the first in the UK to 
open a dedicated Forces Veterans 
Centre. 

The hospital already runs hip and 
knee clinics for ex servicemen and 
women. 

Now the man behind that venture 
has appealed to the hospital’s NHS 
trust board to consider launching a 
new centre for those and other con¬ 
ditions. 

Orthopaedic consultant Lieutenant 
Colonel Carl Meyer said former ser¬ 
vicemen appreciated being treated by 
medical staff with an insight into the 
military. 

“I saw for myself a centre for veter¬ 
ans in America and realised that we 
could do the same within the NHS at 
home,” he said. 

“The hip and knee service we now 
offer at this hospital is extremely pop¬ 
ular and is itself the first of its kind 
in the UK. 

“We have treated patients from as 
far afield at Scotland and Devon and 
have had interest from veterans in 
Germany, America and Canada. 

“The patients say that a serving of¬ 
ficer will have a better understanding 
of their needs and Oswestry is already 
a centre of excellence with low infec¬ 
tion rates. 

“A dedicated centre here offering 
more than the hip and knee surgery 
will bridge the gap between the NHS 
and the military. Oswestry has a great 
military history and in fact Robert 
Jones was a Brigadier and the head 
of medical services in World War One. 

“The hospital cared for patients 
from both world wars and from later 
conflicts and continues to treat serv¬ 
ing men and women on the spinal 
injuries unit. I have been talking to 
military colleagues in other hospitals 
who would wish to join us if there is 
capacity there. 

“We are working on the leading 
edge of helping veterans and it is a 
privilege to be involved.” 

Board members agreed to a report 
coming forward detailing how a cen¬ 
tre could be created.

Plan is set 
to bring pub 
back to life 

A CLOSED-down village pub could reo¬ 
pen as plans to rejuvenate it have been 
lodged with the local authority. 

The Cross Keys in Kinnerley, near 
Oswestry, has stood empty since 2015, 
after local builder Les Jones and his wife 
Norma bought it to save it from being de¬ 
veloped into housing. 

Last year a community campaign to 
purchase the Grade II listed pub fell flat 
but now a planning application has been 
submitted to Shropshire Council in a bid 
to give it a new lease of life. Under the 
proposals, the aim is to transform the 
building back into a pub/restaurant with 
a shop facility, together with first floor 
accommodation, 

The plans include refurbishing the 
building, by renovating the public house, 
the first floor accommodation and the ad¬ 
jacent shop. 

Paul Whale, design consultant and 
agent, said: “The foremost point of the 
project is to reopen the Cross Keys pub on 
a commercially viable basis, and to pro¬ 
gressively expand to make it a successful 
venture and increase job opportunities 
within the business. 

“It is hoped that by encouraging local 
people and visitors back to the Cross Keys 
it will once again become a beneficial ad¬ 
dition to the local community hub. The 
proposal will enable the Cross Keys to 
provide its customers with the facilities 
they need, in what is a very competitive 
market place. It is important that the 
buildings design meets the long-term 
plan for the business to ensure its success 
and provide an enjoyable atmosphere for 
its occupants.” 

Mr Whale said local people support the 
proposals “as they feel that the pub is an 
important part of the community hub”.

The family took to Facebook saying 
how they had been heartbroken to watch 
a petition to keep Donald Trump out of 
the UK rise every second by hundreds of 
signatures to reach 1.5 million following 
his immigration ban, while their petition 
to protect children had been stuck at 
37,249 signatures.

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Tougher lending 
criteria and rising 
Drices impact on 
Duy to let sector 

New research suggests that tougher lending 
criteria and rising house prices are having an 
impact on buy to let borrowing in the UK, but 
not all investors are put off by the changes. 

Average buy to let loans and deposits increased 
in 2016 as a result of rising property prices and 
the tougher stance by lenders on criteria and 
rental calculations, according to the research 
from the Mortgage Broker, a nationwide firm 
specialising in landlords and property investors. 

Landlords borrowed an average of £15,000 
more to purchase property in 2016 compared 
with the previous year, with the average loan 
increasing in 2016 to £185,188 from £170,268 in 
2015.

The average loan to value dropped from 61.6% 
in 2015 to 59.7% in 2016 and the average deposit 
rose by 18.5% from £105,605 in 2015 to £125,016 
in 2016. 

The research also shows that landlords and 
investors paid an average of 12.7% more for 
their properties year on year, with the average 
property price sitting at £310,265 in 2016, 
compared with £275,286 in 2016. 

“Landlords are certainly feeling the pinch but 
the raft of tax changes that came into force in 
2016 do not appear to have dampened the buy to 
let market. 

“In many towns and cities, landlords have 
increased their investment in buy to let property, 
despite the financial challenges that have been 
recently thrown at them by the Government,” 
said Darren Pescod, managing director of The 
Mortgage Broker. 


Borrowing 

“Our research shows that landlords are finding 
larger deposits and increasing their borrowing to 
secure property. 

“With mortgage interest rates so low and the 
demand for rental property booming, the market 
still provides a great investment opportunity,” he 
pointed out. 

He explains that although the stamp duty 
additional levy and income tax changes that 
come into force in this tax year have slowed down 
this sector in terms of the number of applicants 
applying for new buy to let mortgages, it has not 
put everyone off. 

“This may lead to some consolidation with 
larger landlords, scooping up rental opportunities 
in their local area and beyond. 

“Our view is that smaller landlords with fewer 
than three properties may find it financially tough 
and will pull out of the market,” said Pescod. 


Housing 'more affordable 
for existing home owners' 



Housing has become more 
affordable for existing home 
owners, but less so for those 
trying to get on the property 
ladder, according to a report. 

In an overview of England’s housing 
market, the National Audit Office (NAO) 
said the need for housing has grown 
faster than supply, and to keep up, 
housebuilding needs to increase across 
the country. 

The Government’s target of 
increasing the supply of homes by 
one million by 2020 will not require a 
substantial increase in current levels of 
housebuilding, the report said. 

The NAO said: “Although owner- 
occupation has become more affordable 
in recent years, it has also become 
harder for people to become home 
owners in the first place.” 

In 1990, first-time buyers in the UK on 
average paid a deposit of 13%, which 
increased to more than 28% in 2009, 
but has since fallen to just over 21%, 
the report said. The average amounts 
borrowed as a proportion of the buyer’s 
income have also increased, from 2.3 
times average income in 2000 to 3.2 
times average income in 2014. The NAO 
added that for existing home owners, 
low interest rates have helped to make 
mortgage payments relatively affordable. 
Since 2008, the proportion of UK owner- 
occupiers who spend at least 25% of 
their disposable income on housing has 
halved, falling from 40% to 19% of people 
with a mortgage. The incomes of retired 
households, many of whom own their 
home outright, have also generally grown 
faster than those of other households in 
recent years, the report said. The NAO 


also said projections suggest there will 
be at least 227,000 new households 
formed each year between 2011 and 
2021 - “substantially” higher than the 
annual average of 166,000 extra homes 
in England over the last 10 years. 

The Government’s ambition to boost 
the housing supply by one million homes 
by 2020 would not require a substantial 
change to the number of new homes 
which have already been built across 
England in recent years, the report found. 

To do this would require 174,000 net 
additions to the housing stock each year, 
including newly-built homes as well as 
converted properties. While this annual 
number is greater than the number of 


homes being created yearly immediately 
following the 2008 downturn, it is lower 
than in 2015-16, when around 190,000 
homes were added to the stock in 
England. But there could be risks should 
there be a reduction to market activity 
following the decision to leave the EU, the 
report said. In June 2016, the month of 
the EU referendum, major UK developers 
saw an average drop in share value of 
22% the report said, adding that it will 
be some time before the longer-term 
impacts of the referendum are known. 

Homelessness has also increased over 
the past five years, the NAO said. At the 
end of March 2016, 71,500 homeless 
households in England were in temporary 
accommodation, up from around 48,000 


in 2010-11. It said changes to one area 
of housing policy can also impact on 
other areas. In July 2015, for example, 
the Government announced a reduction 
in the rents housing associations and 
local authorities could charge of 1% per 
year. This reduced the ability of housing 
associations to finance the construction 
of new housing, the NAO said. 

Amyas Morse, head of the NAO, said: 
“The need for housing in England has in 
recent years grown faster than its supply, 
and housebuilding needs to increase 
across the country. The Government has 
responded to this by putting in place a 
range of policies to increase housing 
supply and home ownership.

DOZENS of firefighters raced to 
tackle a major incident at a his¬ 
toric castle. 

But there was no reason to panic - as 
Powis Castle in Welshpool was being 
used as the centre of a major training 
exercise for fire crews from Shropshire 
and Mid Wales. 

Almost 60 firefighters and nine appli¬ 
ances drew water supplies from two ponds 
and the Montgomery Canal as part of the 
training exercise. 

Perched high on a rock above the 
world-famous garden terraces, Powis Cas¬ 
tle, near Welshpool, built circa 1200, began 
life as the medieval fortress of the Welsh 
Princes of Powys, who held onto their king¬ 
dom which had included the counties of 
Montgomeryshire, much of Denbighshire, 
parts of Radnorshire and previously large 
areas of Shropshire. 

Today, the medieval castle contains some 
of the world’s greatest collections of art and 
historical items. 

Mid & West Wales Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice launched its exercise in a large-scale 
effort to make sure it is fully prepared to 
tackle any potential blaze at the treasure 
trove. Robert Rayner, operations response 
manager for North Powys, said: “Powis 
Castle has a huge heritage value and gen¬ 
erates a lot of money for the local economy, 
so the property is one of our main priorities 
in the region. 

“This exercise updated our salvage opera¬ 
tion plans and involved 57 firefighters from 
Newtown and Craven Arms, and a ladder 
from Aberystwyth with a 100 feet reach, so 
that all the high turrets and towers could 
be reached from the courtyard. We wanted 
to show the resolve we have got in place as 
part of our contingency planning.”

Driving expert 
says teaching 
is key to safety 

BETTER road awareness could save lives 
and prevent accidents, one of the men be¬ 
hind a soon-to-be launched driving school 
has said. 

Driving instructor Stuart Walker, one 
of the founder members of the Oswest¬ 
ry-based Intrepid project, said something 
needed to be done to tackle the number 
of fatalities on the region’s roads, and he 
believes better education is the answer. 

Staggering figures from a report by the 
Department for Transport reveal that the 
cost of a fatal casualty in a road accident 
- including lost output, medical and am¬ 
bulance costs and human costs - costs on 
average about £1.69 million. 

Mr Walker said: “If Intrepid saves 
at least one life then its job will have 
been done but I do believe it will save 
more lives than that and prevent even 
more people from suffering serious or 
life-changing injuries as a result of road 
traffic collisions. 

“With the right education, these inci¬ 
dents can be avoided and that really is 
our aim.” 

Mr Walker said Intrepid will run a 
range of driver assessment and develop¬ 
ment courses, which will cover all aspects 
of driving, including skid control, adverse 
weather training, overtaking on single 
carriageways, flood water, steep hills, 
single track country roads and emergency 
procedures. 

The project is the brainchild of 
Oswestry councillor John Price, who has 
worked as a bus driver in the town for 
30 years. 

In the coming weeks, the pair are hop¬ 
ing to launch the scheme, inviting the 
region’s police and crime commissioner 
John Campion along to see what the pro¬ 
ject will entail. 

Centres battle 
given praise 

A CAMPAIGN to save adult day centres 
in Powys has been praised following the 
publication of new research that reveals 
that almost a fifth of adults in the UK are 
always or often lonely. 

Joyce Watson, AM for Mid and West 
Wales, led a backbench Senedd debate on 
loneliness, highlighting the role that day 
centres can play in alleviating loneliness 
and providing company and interaction. 

She said: “We tend to associate loneli¬ 
ness with growing older. Things like af¬ 
fordable transport and community hubs 
and social events for older people are 
vital. That is why people continue to cam¬ 
paign passionately to save day centres in 
Powys, Pembrokeshire and elsewhere. 

“But what’s clear from the research is 
that loneliness touches all parts of soci¬ 
ety - women and men, urban and rural, 
old and young. Childline has helped more 
than four million young people, with 
more coming forward in recent years to 
confide how sad and alone they feel. By 
better understanding loneliness we can 
do more to prevent and respond to it.” 

There were fears that the centres in 
Newtown, Llanidloes and Machynlleth 
could have been shut down as part of 
Powys County Council’s cost cutting 
measures, but the council’s cabinet de¬ 
cided to keep all day centres open until a 
full review has been undertaken.

Patients are 
urged to think 
about A&E visits 

PEOPLE are being urged to avoid unnec¬ 
essary trips to A&E as hospitals face an 
increase in demand for services. 

Shropshire has seen a increase in de¬ 
mand for services and leading doctors 
are advising people suffering with minor 
illnesses or injuries to use other services to 
allow hospitals to deal with people suffer¬ 
ing from the most serious conditions, who 
need to be seen urgently. 

Patients who do not need critical care 
are advised to visit pharmacists or try the 
NHS 111 telephone service which offers 
free advice from any phone 24 hours a day 
or seven days a week and can quickly as¬ 
sess appropriate health information and 
advice. 

There are also Minor Injuries Units 
around the county that can treat a range 
of minor conditions, without a trip to 
A&E. 

GP practices also take urgent appoint¬ 
ments or, people who fall ill outside of nor¬ 
mal working hours, can contact Shropdoc 
on 0333 222 66 55. 

Doctors say they want to remind people 
that A&E is only for the most serious and 
life-threatening cases. 

Dr John Jones, a consultant gastroen¬ 
terologist and deputy medical director 
at The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust, which runs the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital and Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford, said: “Our hospitals continue 
to face incredibly high levels of demand, as 
are hospitals across the country.” 

Car park fees 
help fund care 

FEES raised from hospital car parks pay 
for the equivalent of 40 staff nurses, ac¬ 
cording to health chiefs. 

The trust that runs Shropshire’s two 
acute hospitals has claimed its parking 
charges are among the lowest in the coun¬ 
try - and reiterated that money raised 
goes back into patient care. 

It is part of a reminder to people visit¬ 
ing either Royal Shrewsbury Hospital for 
Princess Royal Hospital in Telford that 
discount parking is available for some pa¬ 
tients. The first 30 minutes of parking is 
also free, allowing people picking up and 
dropping off patients or visitors an option 
to do so without incurring a charge. 

Julia Clarke, director of corporate gov¬ 
ernance at SaTH, said: “Parking charges 
at SaTH are still among the lowest in the 
country, with people able to park for up 
to 30 minutes without charge, and paying 
only £3.50 for five hours or more. The 30 
minutes without charge is useful for peo¬ 
ple who could drop off and pick up patients 
without incurring any parking charges. 

“Patients receiving dialysis, radiother¬ 
apy or chemotherapy and people visiting 
hospital for issues connected with be¬ 
reavement are able to park for free. An¬ 
yone needing to attend hospital regularly 
can buy a discounted 10-visit ticket for £8. 

“Annually, the money we receive from 
car parking pays for the equivalent of 40 
staff nurses.” 

Sepsis scheme 
to be rolled out 

A NEW initiative to halt sepsis, a 
life-threatening infection, is being rolled 
out across North Wales, including in 
Chirk near Oswestry. 

New ‘one-use’ medical boxes, which 
hold everything needed to quickly deliver 
crucial treatment for the condition, are 
being introduced by Betsi Cadwaladr Uni¬ 
versity Health Board (BCUHB). 

All wards at Ysbyty Gwynedd currently 
hold the sepsis boxes, which are designed 
like an advent calendar and allow staff 
fast access to vital medical equipment, 
with step-by-step instructions. 

They will now be made available to staff 
at Ysbyty Gian Clwyd and also Wrexham 
Maelor Hospital, and also be placed on 
other hospital wards, including those in 
Chirk, Ruthin, Denbigh, Blaenau Ffestin¬ 
iog and Dolgellau. 

The boxes contain all of the resources 
needed to deliver the six critical steps for 
swift sepsis treatment and include an ox¬ 
ygen mask, fluid balance chart and speci¬ 
men bottles, drips and fluids. 

Sepsis is a life-threatening complication 
of an infection.

WHEN Dr Paul Middleton applied 
for a job as a GP in Shropshire three 
decades ago he was up against 
more than 60 other candidates. 

Today surgeries across the county and 
Mid Wales are struggling to recruit doc¬ 
tors - with some having to close and oth¬ 
ers merging to stay open. 

Dr Middleton, who has just retired from 
the Caxton Surgery in Oswestry, says it is sad 
that people studying medicine are not becom¬ 
ing GPs and fears that the current crisis in re¬ 
cruitment will last a decade. He also says the 
NHS has become a political football. He says 
he never regretted taking the general practi¬ 
tioner route. He wants more medical students 
to go down that path. 

The government has pledged to recruit 
5,000 more family doctors by 2020 but Dr 
Middleton is sceptical that that figure can be 
achieved. “I have no idea how that can hap¬ 
pen,” he said. “Where will these GPs come 
from? You can not just magic them up. If the 
government starts doing something about the 
crisis today it will take 10 years to see those 
just starting in medicine to qualify. There are 
so many doctors my age retiring or about to re¬ 
tire the problem is going to get worse. I wanted 
to specialise as a GP because it is all about peo¬ 
ple and helping people. 

“If you are interested in diseases you be¬ 
come a consultant, if you are interested in 
people you become a GP. There has been too 
much negativity over the years and this has 
put people off. I know at least one family that I 
have treated five generations of. It is all about 
people.” He began his career as a medical of¬ 
ficer in the RAF in 1981, dealing not only with 
forces personnel but also their families both in 
Britain and abroad, including the Falklands. 
But he realised that moving around was not a 
great way to bring up a family so left the RAF 
and looked for a GP role. 

He successfully applied for a post in Clun, 
South Shropshire. 

He moved from Clun to Oswestry in 1987 
where he settled with his family, a GP with 
Caxton Surgery. Over the years he has seen 
many changes, good and bad. 

He said: “The best is in the treatment of 
heart failure. If someone had heart failure 30 
years ago they would probably be dead within 
two years. Today, with new treatments, new 
drugs it can be a chronic illness that people 
can live with for a long time.” One of the not 
so good changes is in the number of patients 
with diabetes, he said. 

Moves to put 

MOVES to put more paramedics on frontline 
ambulances are paying off for patients, new 
figures reveal. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service which 
covers Shropshire said as the number on its 
vehicles has increased, the percentage of pa¬ 
tients being taken to A&E departments has 
fallen. 

Five years ago 81.8 per cent of ambulances 
had a paramedic on board. By 2016 that figure 
had risen to an average of 86.8 per cent and in 
November it was 90.1 per cent.

Solar farm to 
go ahead after 
mast approval 

A 20,000-panel solar farm will be built in 
the countryside, despite objections from 
residents. 

Last-ditch attempts to stop the solar 
farm being built failed after councillors 
granted permission for a temporary Brit¬ 
ish Telecom mast as part of the develop¬ 
ment. 

The alternative power plant in fields at 
Rhosygadfa, near Gobowen, was granted 
planning permission more than a year 
ago. 

But its construction was held up after 
developers discovered that there was no 
secure broadband signal in the rural area. 

Without broadband the solar farm 
could not communicate with a nearby 
electricity substation, which will oversee 
the harnessing of the power. 

Developers Elgin Energy applied for 
permission to site a temporary BT mast 
at the solar farm to provide a broadband 
link. But that brought objections from 
residents who said it would be a further 
blot on the landscape. 

Speaking at last week’s meeting of 
Shropshire Council north planning com¬ 
mittee, Councillors David Lloyd and Rob¬ 
ert Macey said the proposed 20-metre 
mast had caused great debate among res¬ 
idents because it would be visible over a 
large distance. 

Objectors wanted the energy company 
to look at alternative solutions such as 
connecting up to other cabinets. 

But Nick Williams, speaking on behalf 
of the developer, said that the mast was 
the only option available to get the solar 
farm built and commissioned by March 
31.He said that BT had pledged to have 
the broadband connection in place within 
12 weeks and the mast removed by Oc¬ 
tober 12. 

Sex charge 
is admitted 

A WOMAN has changed her plea and ad¬ 
mitted that she had under aged sex with 
a teenage boy. 

Defendant Janie Emery, 24, of Pen- 
trefelin Terrace, Welshpool, appeared 
in the dock at Mold Crown Court and 
pleaded guilty to two charges of sexual ac¬ 
tivity with a child, involving intercourse. 

The court was told that the offences 
took place early last year and involved a 
15 and a half year old victim. 

During the hearing Emery was cleared 
of a third charge when the prosecution 
decided to offer no evidence against her. 

The court indicated that charge will be 
allowed to remain on the file. 

Judge Niclas Parry rebailed Emery at 
the conclusion of the hearing, pending 
sentence in March. The judge told Emery 
that she would receive credit for her 
guilty plea when the court hands down 
its sentence. The credit usually takes 
the form of a reduction in the severity 
of the sentence handed down. As part of 
the proceedings Emery was ordered to 
register with the police as a sex offender 
within three days of the hearing. 

At a previous hearing she had denied 
all three charges and a trial date had been 
fixed. During a hearing on Monday last 
week defending barrister Andrew Green 
said that the defendant had her own vul¬ 
nerabilities as shown in medical reports. 

Uninsured driver 
hit garage door 

A TEENAGER drove into a county coun¬ 
cillor’s garage door, a court heard. 

Marcin Kaminski damaged the garage 
of Councillor Francesca Jump, who repre¬ 
sents the Gungrog ward of Welshpool, on 
Powys County Council. 

At the time of the offence Kaminski, 
who appeared at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court for sentence, was also driving 
without L plates and an experienced 
driver despite only being a provisional li¬ 
cence holder, and without insurance. The 
19-year-old of Severn Street, Welshpool, 
was found guilty of driving without due 
care and attention, failing to stop after 
a road accident, failing to report the ac¬ 
cident, driving without insurance and 
driving otherwise in accordance with a li¬ 
cence. Helen Tench, prosecuting, said the 
total cost of damage was about £1,000. 
Robert Hanratty, defending, said: “He 
appreciates he should not have been driv¬ 
ing.” Kaminski was banned from driving 
for 12 months and must pay a total of 
£525 in fines and costs.

Dev roars like a Lion

HOME is where the heart is, but 
when memories of that sanctuary 
are cruelly stolen at an early age, 
can you truly be at peace? 

One man’s extraordinary true-life odys¬ 
sey - to locate the birth mother and older 
brother he lost at the age of five - provides 
the inspiration for Garth Davis’ life-affirming 
drama, which looks set for recognition in 
multiple categories at next month’s Acade¬ 
my Awards. 

Screenwriter Luke Davies has skilfully 
adapted the non-fiction book A Long Way 
Home by Saroo Brierley, elegantly cutting 
back and forth between traumatic events 
more than 20 years apart to accompany the 
lead character on his seemingly hopeless 
quest for emotional closure. 

Dev Patel and Sunny Pawar are both 
terrific as the 26-year-old and five-year-old 
incarnations of Saroo, who is unexpectedly 
transplanted from Khandwa, where family 
and friends speak Hindi, to the giddy whirl 
of Calcutta, where residents speak Bengali, 
and then onto Australia. 

Cinematographer Greig Fraser captures 
these three locations on two continents 
in rich and meticulous detail, providing a 
compelling backdrop to the heart-wrench¬ 
ing trials and tribulations that will reduce 
audiences to puddles of saltwater emotion. 

Saroo (Sunny Pawar) lives in 1987 
Khandwa with his mother Kamla (Priyanka 
Bose) and siblings. 

The five-year-old idolises his 12-year-old 
brother Guddu (Abhishek Bharate) and the 
two boys embark on a night-time excursion 
to the local railway station. 

A horrible twist of fate separates the chil¬ 
dren and Saroo is trapped aboard a train, 
which heads 1,600km east to the bustling

shanty towns of Calcutta. Unable to speak 
the language, the boy eventually meets 
Saroj Sood (Deepti Naval), who runs the In¬ 
dian Society for Sponsorship and Adoption 
and places him with adoptive parents John 
and Sue Brierley (David Wenham, Nicole 
Kidman) in Hobart, Tasmania. 

Many years later, Saroo (now played by 
Patel) is enrolled on a course at the Royal 
Melbourne College of Hotel Management 


and casually confesses details of his past to 
other Indian students. 

They encourage him to use online satel¬ 
lite mapping software to trace the railway 
line from Calcutta back west. Fellow student 
Lucy (Rooney Mara) pledges her support to 
Saroo, whose studies suffer as he stares at 
pixels on his laptop screen, looking in vain 
for a station with a water tower that might 
be Khandwa. 


Lion is a majestic, heartfelt drama that 
delivers an almighty emotional wallop as 
Saroo gradually pieces together his past. 

Director Davis deftly moves between 
timeframes as he elicits riveting perfor¬ 
mances from Patel, Pawar and Kidman as 
a proud mother who will never stand in the 
way of her boy tracing his bloodline. 

Real-life footage over the credits will prize 
open the floodgates.

Unfortunately, he has fallen in love with academic Na¬ 
dia El Mansour (Zineb Triki) and when he later discovers 
she is in Paris, he cannot help re-kindling romantic links 
with her. But Nadia is embroiled in top secret negotia¬ 
tions over the division of Syria and her party’s bodyguard 
Nadim (Ziad Bakri) grows suspicious of her ‘friend’. 

As Malotru continually breaks the rules in pursuit of 
love and upsets the Syrians, French, Americans and 
Russians too, will he bring The Bureau crashing down 
with him and foil their attempts to rescue captured spy 
Cyclone (Mehdi Nebou) in Algeria?

SQ7 setting new 
SUV standards 


By Graham Breeze- AUDI SQ7 FR0M JUST UNDER £70,000 



If you’re in the market for a big diesel 
SUV look no further than the Audi 
SQ7, you will be really impressed 
by this latest masterpiece from the 
German team. 

At launch I was enthused by the 4.0 
litre TDi, a clear example of “Vorsprung 
durch Technik” at it’s very best, and 
an eagerly anticipated week-long 
test drive was to prove that first 
impressions are often the right ones. 

It’s a step-up from the already 
impressive Q7 with a unique 4.0 litre 
V8 diesel engine, featuring world-first 
technology which produces 0-62 mph 
in 4.9 seconds, and a top speed of 
155mph while still achieving 40mpg 
and competitive C02 emissions of 
190g/km on 20 inch wheels. 

Impressive 

These are amazing figures and 
the reason they are so impressive 
is because Audi has revealed the 
first production car to incorporate 
advanced electric powered 
compressor technology (EPC) driven 
by a new 48 volt electrical subsystem. 

To a layman like myself EPC is an 
absolute mystery but believe me it 
works. 

It appears the new compressor 
augments the work of the two 
conventional sequential turbochargers 
to produce outstanding performance. 

I don’t fully understand the technology 
but I can vouch for the performance 
results. 

The result is a simply brilliant drive. 

It sounds magnificent, delivers power 
with a stunning wave or torque and 
there’s an instant and stunning 
response the moment you touch the 
accelerator pedal. Transition from 
electric compressor to the engine is 
smooth and unobserved to the less 
informed. 

Audi Valvelift System (AVS) also 
debuts in the diesel engine and the 
result is class leading power output 
of 435PS and 900Nm of torque with 
quattro permanent all-wheel drive and 
not a whisper of turbo-lag. 

This is top-spec SUV motoring and 


a combination of seven-seat luxury 
and amazing performance pointing 
firmly in the direction of Range Rover 
Sport sales. 

It’s a big car to drive and takes a bit 
of manoeuvring around the car park 
but the beautiful burbling of the 4.0 
litre engine makes you want to wind 
the windows down and point it out to 
passers-by. 

On the open road it’s a very 
different story with more power than 
you will ever need and a choice of 
seven driving modes to keep you 
stuck to all types of surface and 
even a choice of exhaust sounds. 

Off-road the SQ7 does all that’s 
asked of it but I would still have to 
plump for Range Rover Sport in this 
department. 

Inside the cab is a place of real 
beauty, blessed with armchair 
comfort and Audi’s virtual cockpit 
instrument system and impressive 
connectivity levels. And the SQ7 is a 
genuine seven-seater, still boasting 


just about enough room for the golf 
clubs with the electrically operated 
rear seats in place. The back seats 
would be too claustrophobic for me 
though, but offering enough room 
for the kids. 

Prices for the model on test started 
at just under £70,000 but you’ll need 
the leather S Sport seats and a paint 
job for an extra £2,675 while test 
car extras included 21 inch alloys, a 
head-up display, tour pack, parking 
assistance, red brake callipers, 
advanced key entry, driver and 
passenger seat memory function, a 
driving sports pack, electric steering 
column, panoramic sunroof, sound 
system and phone box to take the 
price up to £95,160. 

Audi never fails to impress me 
when a new model arrives. The SQ7 
really does set new standards in the 
SUV sector and Range Rover, BMW 
and Porsche will need to respond 
dramatically to upstage this latest 
offering.

Invincible X grade model that combines the model’s 
famous all-road capabilities with extra styling features. 

The new top-of-the-range specification focuses 
on the exterior, adding chrome door mirror casings, 
exhaust tailpipe finisher and rear trim details, together 
with contrasting black 18-inch Pinnacle alloy wheels.

Ibiza, legendary car about 
to enter a fifth generation 


By James Parker 

In 1984, Michael Jackson took the music world by storm with 
Thriller. On the big screen, Ghostbusters and Indiana Jones and 
the Temple of Doom smashed all box-office records. It was also 
the year when Facebook founder Mark Zuckerberg was born, 
and the year the first SEAT Ibiza was launched on the market. 
Since then, this model has been driving on streets and roads 
all over the world continuously for 33 years. Keep reading to 
find out some interesting facts and figures about this legendary 
model. 

• Four generations and more than 5.4 million units sold 

In three decades, the SEAT Ibiza has accumulated four 

generations. It is the top-selling Spanish passenger car - to 
date, more than 5.4 million units have been sold. If they were 
arranged in a straight line, they would exceed the distance 
between Barcelona and New Zealand. 

• Created in Barcelona 

Every generation of the Ibiza was designed, developed and 
produced in Barcelona. Italy’s Giorgetto Giugiaro was the 
Design Director responsible for the first generation. The engine 
was developed with the collaboration of Porsche, thereby 
creating the System Porsche designation, and car module 
manufacturer Karmann helped build the bodywork. 

• Fuel consumption lowered to less than half 

After 33 years, the SEAT Ibiza consumes less than half as 
much as the first generation - from 7.8 litres/100 km in 1984 
down to 3.6 litres on today’s 90 hp Ibiza 1.4 TDI. 

• 8 out of 10 Ibizas are exported 

Every day 700 new SEAT Ibizas roll out of the Martorell factory. 
Of these, 80% are exported to over 75 countries. In fact, the Ibiza 
was behind the internationalisation of the brand as it was the first 
model to be regularly exported from Martorell. 

• Fleadline figures of the Ibiza 

More than 700 robots are involved in its production. Each 
vehicle contains 3,000 parts, and it travels nearly 12 km to 
complete its production process. In addition, since 1984 more 
than 70 million kilos of paint have been used, which is equivalent 
to painting the Eiffel Tower more than 1,000 times. 

• Women’s role 

The Ibiza was the first SEAT car to integrate women on the 
production line. Today, women account for 1 out of every 5 
workers on this line (21%), the highest rate in Spanish industry.
